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MINING IN GERMAN NEW QUINEA. 


Among the passengers on board the G. M. 8. 
Pria:t Weldemar, which arrived at. Brisbane, 
vecently, from Singapore. vin German New 
Guinea, was Mr. H. Roedatz, who joined the 
vewel al Herhertshohe. Mr. Rodata went to 
Germain New Guinen about seven years ago, 
snd was in charve of the, German New Guinea : 
expedition known as Rainu and afterwards of 
x second known as Hownyolf. ‘Phese twe 
expeditions wero sent out to suarch for gold, 
The members of the first-named party travelled 
inland about. 150 miles, and found . gold at 
various places but not in sufficient quanti. 
ties, On tho second ocersion, tho country 
surrounding what is known as. the San 
Francisco River was prospected, This party 
proceeded along the river and up the ranges to 
a height of over 8,000ft., and it also prospsoted 
country near thy Merkham River, but gold was 


not found in payable quantities, The expedition. 
which was out for seven months, consisted of 
eight white men and 100° black boys, and 
was organised by the German New Gninea 
Company. Although this. company is not pros: 
pecting at the prosent time, it holds a licence | 
from the German Government, which practically 
sprohibits others from prospecting for, gold. 
Many dangers and difficulties were encountered 
by members of tho Houngolf expondition in 
the bush. If the party made threo 
miles’ headway in a day in ‘some places, 
it considered very good progress. 
Attacks from natives were experienced. many 
times, but fortunately no lives were lost. The 
navigation of the Merkham River wus attended. 
iy great risk, ux the stream was full of rapids, 
which forced the party on muny orcasions to 
make their way through (he bush. Mr. Rodatz 
conaidered that there was gold to Le found in 
pockets, but it was very difficult to get at it, 
Speaking on other matters, Mr. Rodatz said he 
afterwards settled down as a planter, and did 
pretty well, and he was now on his way to 
Europe. A large. number of new German 
settlers and planters had arrived in German 
Now Guinea within the last month or two, 24 
well os a number of English and Gorman

certificates. ‘The Loan was fully underwritten, 
and though the public were rather lukewarm in 
their support I om sure general satisfaction will 
be felt at this long-talked-of undortaking be- 
ing at lust fairly launched (applause). I trust 
it will bo-followed up by other similar enterprises 
and lead to their receiving .wider and more 
general support both at home and in China. 
Lot us hope the next will be the Canton-Kowloon 
Line (applause). Again it is unfortunately 
nocessary fof me to refer to politics; when we. 
Jost met, just after the outbreak of the present 
war, I assured you that the management was 
fully alive to tho gravity of the situation. Since 
then the outlook caa hardly ba said to have 
greatly improved, indeed ‘more than once it has 
assumed an aspect threatening further serious 
complications. ‘This has naturally given cause 
for some anxiety; mot that the Bank rans any 
special risk, but the fact must be obvious that 
whatever is calculated udrarsely wo affect general 
trade must also in tha Jong ran affect adversely 
the prospect of all financial institutionsdepending 
upon it. Happily the most threatening of these 
storm clouds have plown ovor, but the uncer- 
tainty still prevailing as to the binding force of 
those rules of International Law which regulates 
theoretically the treatment of neutral ships 
by ‘belligerents is cresting 0 partial 
paralysis of enterprise and inflicting much loss 
and damage over the Whole Far East. We crm 
oaly hope that this unhappy state of shak>a 
confidence willbe removed by an unanimous 
pronouncement on this and’all similar doubtiu i 
! outatanding questions on the part of the great 
Commercial Powers, and that the efforts which 
are being made te confine ths struggle within 
its present limitations will continue to be succts3- 


oxported.
